WASHINGTON, Oct. 22,—The 
White House announced today 
that a “slight head cold and a 
few aches in the body” had com- 
pelled President Roosevelt to 
cancel all appointments for the 
day including his press confer- 
ence and his regular cabinet 
meeting.

The prices board might find it 
necessary to maintain some re- 
striction to enforce meat ration- 
ing, but if so the order providing 
for it would considerably enlarge 
the quotas on slaughter of hogs 
for consumption in Canada.

Thousands of servicemen and 
servicewomen, representing the 
mighty fighting forces of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations 
and the United States, along with 
Civilian war workers, war veterans 
and city service organizations, 
will move through Edmonton 
streets Friday night in the great- 
est parade in the city’s history in 
support of Canada’s Fifth Victory 
Loan campaign. 

One of the standout features will 
be a parade of United Nations 
jeeps, carrying the colors of 41 
Allied Nations. Other features will 
be the one thousandth airplane 
assembled at Aircraft Repair Ltd. 
plant here, decorated floats and a 
gigantic set piece of fireworks to 
be displaced on a tall Jasper 
avenue building. 

The parade will also have more 
than a dozen bands, both pipe and 
brass. 

John Michaels is parade marshal 
and Group Capt. R. M. Smith, com- 
manding officer at No. 3 “M” depot, 
is in command of all military 
organizations participating.

Oats and Barley 
Sale Regulation 


Explained Here 


Oats and barley still must be 
sold from country elevators on 
the basis of regular market 
values, which do not include ad- 
vance equalization payments to 
producers on these grains, A. M. 
Wilson, field crops commissioner 
of the provincial department of 
agriculture, said Friday. This reg- 
ulation was issued by the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board to elevator 
companies, to permit the sale of 
the grains for feed at previous 
price levels, he said, 

Mr, Wilson points out that a pro- 
ducer with a delivery permit book 
who has delivered oats or barley 
since July 31 may purchase similar 
grain from the elevator, He will be 
required, however, to pay for it at 


the regular market value and re- | 


fund, as well, equalization payment 
received from the sale of similar 
grain to the elevator 

If a producer purchases, more 
oats or barley than he delivers, 
then the amount purchased in ex- 
cess of the amount delivered can 
be obtained without refunding an 
equalization payment, This regula 
tion applies only when oats or bar 
ley are bought from an elevator 

To date, no instructions have 
been issued that make possible the 
sale of grain from farm to farm, it 
is noted, It is expected that grain 
in dealings of this nature, will sell 
at the market price plus an amount 
equal to the equalization payment 

These higher valued feeds will 
have considerable bearing on live- 
stock production programs of farm 
ers with delivery permit! books for 
oats and barley, Mr. Wilson states 
The equalization payment is not 
likely to disturb livestock produc 
tlon plans of feeders who normally 
purchase their barley and oat re 
quirements from licensed dealers

the elements is likely to result in 
serious impairment to her health. 

The doctor's letter and certificate | 
were shown to the sheriff, but the} 
latter stated he is powerless to take | 
any other action than that ordered | 
by the court.

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A Good Lead 


In the first three days of the cam- 
paign 9,281 persons in Saskatchewan 
bought Fifth Victory Loan bonds, against 
2,775 purchasers in the first three days of 
the Fourth Loan campaign six months ago. 
A crop has been grown in the meantime, 
but in large areas it has turned out badly, 
and not much new wheat-money can be yet 
available for bond-buying anywhere. The 
province is not highly industrialized and 
war plant wage rolls do not contribute 
greatly to the provincial income. A Ssig- 
nificant fact, too, is that in many rural 
areas the subscriptions showed heavy in- 
creases and sales for the three days total- 
led far’ more than the average needed to 
make up the quotas, 

The inference is pretty plain that Sas- 
katchewan people, farmers included. have 
out of hard experience learned the wisdom 
of putting aside what they can as a safe- 
guard against future hardship and a help 
toward future prosperity. No province has 
been so severely hit by crop failures and 
part-failures over a long period of vears. 
But in none has the buying of war bonds 
been more general, circumstances taken 
into account. People elsewhere may well 
follow the example of those in Saskatche- 
wan, and put all they can into these secur- 
ities whose value and earning power does 
not fluctuate with the seasons.

From Canada to Russia 


Hitherto supplies originating in Can- 
ada which have found their way to Rus- 
Sia under the lend-lease arrangement have 
been relayed from Britain or the United 
States and credited to those countries, 
Canada did not therefore get the recogni- 
tion due in Russia as the creator of those 
commodities. 

As the Dominion is a signatory to the 
renewed agreement, supplies will hereafter 
go direct from this country, and will be 
credited to it. In return Canada will get 
certain kinds of raw materials which Rus- 
sia produces, when and in such quantities 
as war conditions may permit. 

As Russian manpower is absorbed in 
the huge task of ousting the invaders, 
there is little likelihood that the export of 
materials can be kept in balance with the 
import of supplies. The prospect rather is 
that the flow of munitions and foodstuffs 
from the Dominion will have to go on more 
or less without regard to equalizing return 
cargoes of Russian manganese and other 
products; the shortage of the latter to be 
made up in future. 

Wheat—which Russia a generation ago 
used to export in great quantities to other 
continental countries and to Britain—is 
to bulk large in the list of supplies shipped 
from this country. For the reason that 
Russia's best wheatlands have been in 
enemy hands or trampled by the struggling 
armies. The quantity needed in Russia is 
indefinitely large, and the amount to be 
sent from Canada will probably be limited 
only by the amount of cargo space avail- 
able.

Better Take Care of Them 


It was announced recently that the dis- 
tribution of canned vegetables would be 
placed under control. This does not mean 
that rationing will be adopted, but only 
that the available supply will be allotted to 
different areas in line with the normal 
demand. 

For reasons not at all obscure the de- 
mand varies greatly between one part of 
the country and another. In Edmonton, for 
example, canned vegetables are rot re- 
quired in quantities comparable to the need 
in say a mining region, where there is little 
local production. 

Crops generally have been light this 
year, metal for containers is scarce, equip- 
ment for canning factories cannot be ob- 
tained, the labor supply is short, Because 
of this and also because of the tremend- 
ous amounts required by the armed forces 
and where large construction projects are 
under way, the supply of canned vegetables 
for civilian use is limited. It would not be 
increased if rationing were adopted: the 
buyer, being supplied with coupons, might 
even feel that he was entitled to buy the 
specified amounts, which would make the 
Situation worse than it is or need become. 

All this has of course no personal in- 
terest for the chap in Edmonton or any- 
where in this district who put in 4 Victory 
Garden last spring, tended it during the 
summer, had fair luck, and now has the 
produce piled in his cellar. Canned vege- 
tables are among the things he does not 
need to think about. It might be worth his 
while however to find out from those who 
have had experience what is the best way 
to store éach kind of the garden “truck” 
with which his industry has been rewarded, 
Else he too may become a candidate for the 


canned stuff before the winter is out.

Adolf on the Carpet 


The censors at Berlin aliowed Swedish 
newspaper correspondents there to de- 
scribe Tuesday last as “the blackest day 
since the war started" for Germany. The 
reference was to the encircling movement 
by which the Russians threaten to entrap 
German forces in the big bend of the 
Dnieper and to cut off the line of retreat 
for those in the Crimea. 

This admission that a major disaster 
fhreatens in the east synchronized with a

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curious Berlin announcement regarding 
the conference at which Hitler spoke dur- 
ing the weck. It said the gathering in- 
cluded civilians as well as military men, 
that it was called “to meet Hitler”, and was 
called by ‘the chief of the high command.” 
The “chief” is Field Marshal General Kiet- 
tel. He represents the old German army 
officer caste, not the youthful Nazi _poli- 
tical party. 

Taken together, these two surprising 
officially-approved pieces of news from 
the énemy capital seem to suggest some- 
thing may be going on behind the scenes. 
It is not the practice of the censors to per- 
mit foreign correspondents to send out 
despatches which indicate that the war 
is not going well. And it certainly has not 
been the practice for an army chief to call 
a conference and summon the Fuehrer 
onto the carpet. 

There is at least a hint that the mili- 
tarists are starting to undermine the Hit- 
ler prestige and push the Nazis into the 
background; with a view to taking charge 
themselves and trying to wheedle a nego- 
tiated peace out of the Allies before the 
war machine has nee battered to pieces. 


Franco is reported to have recalled the 
Blue division he sent to help Hitler crush 
Russia. Even Goebbels has never credit- 
ed the contingent with covering itself with 
glory, and its loss will leave no unfillable 
gap in the Nazi line. If it has been order- 
ed home that marks the fading of the 
Franco dream of an Axis-bossed Europe, 
and a lively realization that this is a good 
time to cut clear of Adolf and all his works. 


The death of Lt.-Col. Peter E. Bowen, 
D.S.O., will bring keen regret to thousands 
of people in Edmonton, including a great 
company of men who served with him in 
the first great war.

Claims 


Let us examine the latter pro- 
position briefly, particularly (since 
it furnishes the most clear-cut ex- 
ample) the idealism of the United 
States. 

There is no doubt that strong 
idealistic motives prevail in every 
aspect of private American life, as 
they do in private British life. There 
is a powerful background of basic 
optimism. Even high pressure sales- 
manship, that characteristic and 
prevailing American phenomenon, 
seems to stem sometimes from an 
overwhelming conviction that the 
world is a wonderful place and its 
troubles merely organic or down- 
right illusionary, capable of being 
cured by the exhilarating exchange 
of goods for dollars. 

The average American man or 
woman jis capable of great spon- 
taneous generosity, of profound 
sympathy and of a vast preoccupa- 
tion with justice and moral princi- 
ples rather than with practical 
solutions. 

But what happens to this ideal- 
ism is public and business life? 

As every American knows, Amer- 
ican government is as cold-blooded 
as American hearts are warm, And 
the man who would give his friend 
his last shirt, in a social way, would 
cheerfully cut that same friend's 
throat, in a business way. 

The fact is that individual Amer- 
ican idealism is not reflected in 
community, business or national 
life. 

This is the joker in the current 
supposition that the United States 
has a monopoly on the world’s 
idealism and is the only nation 
capable of being set up as the 
arbiter of the world’s. political 
morals, 


Expediency 


It may be true that expediency, 
in the face of the possibility that 
Russia may be determined on play- 
ing power politics in Europe, may 
demand that a temporary world 
order be set up through an exten- 
sion of British and American im- 
perialism. 

Under certain conceivable cir- 
cumstances, that may be the only 
machinery in sight capable of main- 
taining world order, 

But because that may be so, be- 
cause we are not so greedy and 
violent as the Nazis, let us not de- 
lude ourselves that we are as 
generous and as gentle as the an- 
gels. 

Let us not begin to feel, in our 
tremendous consciousness of rec- 
titude, that the smaller nations can 
be excluded from the world’s 
affairs. 

We may together wage another 
successful defensive war. But the 
problems of war are not nearly so 
complex and delicate as the pro- 
blems of peace. In this latter en- 
deavor we cannot stand alone. 

The voice of a healthy humanity 
is a chorus, not a solo, nor even a 
duet.

ideas, ideals, wills and mora! con- 
sciences.” 

He goes on to say that a German 
exile has related that one of the 
deepest griefs of her father was the 
impossibility of inducing his coun- 
trymen to realize the deep spiritual 
and moral foundations of Britisn 
greatness. Anglo Crespi gas exper- 
jenced the same difficulties with 
his Italians. “I would never have 
applied for British citizenship if I 


| had not most conscientiously con- 


vinced myself that, although in part 
the history of the British Common- 
wealth is one of conquest, piracy 
and exploitation, it is far from be- 
ing the most important part of the 
truth and does not explain British 
politica! success compared with tha! 
of other nations. There are two co- 
efficients of this success, The first, 
when British expansion began, Brit- 
ain had already in fact a great mea- 
sure of central and local self-gov- 
ernment on a representative basis, 
and a greater habit of free discuss- 
ion and decision than elsewhere. 

Hence her expansion was a gift 
of self-government to the lands 
she occupiel and the submission 
of expansion to free criticism there 
and at home, Free criticism turned 
even disasters and errors to good 
account and prompted an increas- 
ing area of common interests.

Nazi Loss Heavy 
In Norway Raid’ 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 22—(AP)— 
Hundreds of German soldiers were 
reported last night to have been 
drowned and from three to nine| 
merchant ships sunk by United 
States planes during the Allied sea- | 
air raid Oct. 4 in the Bodoe region | 
of Norway. 

A Norwegian underground 
newspaper newly received here 
said Nazi officers described the 
action as “the greatest catastrophe 
ever suffered by German shipping 
along the Norwegian coast.” In- 
formants said nine craft were be- 
lieved sunk and an 8,000-ton tank- | 
er and two transports were posi- 
tively accounted for. Two smaller 
boats were known to have been 
damaged.

5 that planes from a Unted States 
carrier attached to the British home 
fleet had scored hits on eight mer- 
chant ships and three other vessels | 
in the raid, which cost three planes. |

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

Any mother dislikes, with good 
reason, the necessity to get up ina 
cold house and change the baby 
and sometimes the whole bed. So

One difficulty seems to be that 
mothers do not diaper their 
sleeping babies adequately. A 
diaper should be folded so there

Socialists Not 
Given Approval 
By Archbishops 


WINNIPEG, Oct. 22.—(CP)—F. 
W. Russell, editor of the North- 
west Review, western Roman 
Catholic weekly newspaper, said 
in an interview yesterday that the 
statement of Catholic archbishops 
and bishops at Quebec, resarding 
support of political parties by 
Catholics, did not give approval 
to any Socialist party. 

(The Quebe¢ statement said par- 
ishioners are at liberty to join any 
political party so long as the party 
maintains “the fundamental prin- 
ciples of christianism which are 


traditional in Canada, and as long} 


as it favors in the economic and 
social order, the necessary reforms 
asked for in pontifical documents.” 


(C.C.F. leaders, including the 
national chief, M. J. Coldwell, have 
said this statement clarified the 


position of Catholics in regard to 
the C.C.F. party 
Register, official organ of Roman 
Catholic dioceses in Ontario, de- 
clarea: “The hierarchy does not 
name the C.C.F. for it would not 
wish to use words which could be 
interpreted or misinterpreted as 
favoring one political party ex- 
clusively, but it is made quite clear 
that Catholics have the same lib- 
erty of supporting this as the older 
parties.”) 

Mr, Russell stated that” Roman 
Catholics have no direction as to 
how they should vote “and don’t 
expect any. But we do know that 
we cannot vote for Communists, 
and if the C.C.F, is strictly a 
Socialist party we cannot vote 
for them.”

“The Dominion order - in - council 
did not change the legal status so 
far as acts of the province are con- 
cerned, hence retail stores, except 
those classes specially exempted, 
are legally required to close on 
Remembrance Day and Boxing Day.

It naturally seems 
strange that there should be a 
shortage of coal in a province s0 
bountifully endowed by nature 
with vast coal deposits. It has often} 
been said that Alberta has too 
many mines, but it is not my in- 
tention to review the difficulties} 
that have been encountered over a 
period of years in broadening the 
market for Alberta coal,” Mr. Jus- 
tice McLaurin stated 


COAL TO BC. 
“As far as relates lo Alberta, the! 
present shortage has in large mea- 


of shipping a large quantity of coal 
to British Columbia, and the in- 
creased consumption provincially 
by reason of the large number of 
military establishments. Prior to 
last year little domestic coal was 
exported to British Columbia, but 
coal now mined in British Colum- 
bia is almost wholly diverted to in 
dustrial and naval needs, The pro-
